Tlie assemblage witliin tbe nation's 


legislative halls of those charged with 
the duty of making laws for the benefit 
of. a geuerous aud free people impressive- 
ly suggests the exacting obligation and 
inexborable responsibility involved in 
their task. At the threshold of such 
labor now to be undertaken by the Con- 
gress of the United States and in the 
discharge of an executive duty enjoined 
by the Constitution I submit this com- 
munication, containing H brief state- 
ment of the condition of our national 
affairs, and recommending such legisla- 
tion as seems to me necessary and expedi- 
ent. 


The history of our recent dealings 


with other nations and oui peaceful re- 
lations with them at this time addition- 
ally demonstrate the advantage of con- 
sistently adhering to a firm but just for- 
eign policy, free from envious or am-

CU1NM AND JAPAN.

towards all foreign States was manifest- 
ed by tlie coincident request of the 
• 


Chinese and Japanese Governments that 
the agents of the United States should, 
within proper limits, afford protection 
to tlie subjects of the other during the 
suspension of diplomatic relations due 
to a slate of war. This delicate office 
was accepted, and a misapprehension 
whicli gave rise to the belief that in 
affording this kindly unofficial protec- 
tion our agents would exercise the same 
authority which the withdrawn agents 
of the beligerents had exercised was 
promptly corrected. Although the war 
between China aud Japan endangers no 
policy of the United States it deserves 
our gravest corisidei ation by reason of 
its disturbance of our growing commer- 
cial interests in the two countries and 
the increased dangers whicli may resuit 
to our citizens domiciled or sojourning 
in tlie interior of Ctiiua. 


Acting under a stipulation in our 


treaty with Corea (the first concluded 
with a Western power) I felt constrain- 
ed at the beginning of the controversy 
to tender our good offices to induce an 
amicable arrangement of the initial diffi- 
culty growing out of the Japanese de- 
mands for administrative reforms in 
Corea; but the unhappy precipitation of 
actual hostilities defeated this kindly 
purpose. 


Deploring the destructive war be- 


tween the two most powerful of the 
Eastern nations and anxious that our 
commercial interests in those countries 
may be preserved and that the safety of 
our citizens there shall not be jeopardiz- 
ed.

Acting upon the reported discovery of 


Texsis fever in cargoes of American cat- 
tle, the German, prohibition against im- 
portations of live stock and fresh meats 
from tliis country has been revived. It 
is hoped Germany will soon become con- 
vinced that the inhibition is as needless 
as it is liarmf ul to mutual interests. 


The German Government has protest- 


ed against that provision of the customs 
tariff act » hich imposes a discriminating 
duty of one-tenth of one cent a pound 
on sugars coming from countries paying 
an export boui.ty thereon, claiming that 
tlie exaction o£ such duty is in con- 
travention of articles live and nine of 
the treaty of ISL'S with Piussia. 


In the interest of the commerce of 


belli countries and to avoid even the 
accusation of treaty violation, I recom- 
mend tlie repeal of so much of tbe 
statute asimposes that duty, and I in- 
vite attention to the accompanying re- 
port of the Secretary of State containing 
•i discussion of the questions raised by 
the German protests.

The Mosquito Tndiuii strip. 


Prominent amongthe questions of the 


year was the Bhieflelds incident, in 
what is known as tie Mosquito Indian 
Strip, bordering ou the Atlantic Ocean 
and within the jurisdiction of Nicaragua. 
By the treaty of 1800 between Great 
Britain and Nicaragua the formor gov- 
ernment expressly recognized the sov- 
eignty of the latter over the strip, and a 
limited form of self-government was 
guaranteed to the Mosquito Indians,to be 
exercised according to their customs, for 
themselves and other dwellers within its 
limits. The so-called native govern- 
ment, wh cli grew to be largely made up 
of aliens, for many years disputed the 
sovernity of Nicaragua over the strip 
and claimed the riyht to maintain there- 
in a practically independent municipal 
government.

On the first day of November, 1S94 


the total stock of money of all kinds in 
the country was$2 240,773,888. as against 
$2 204 051,000 on the first day of Novem- 
ber, 1893, and the money of all kinds iu 
circulation, or not included in the Treas- 
ury holdings, was $1,672,093,422, or $24,- 
27 per capita, upon an estimated popu- 
lation of 63,887.000. At the same date 
there \*as held in the Treasury gold 
bullion amounting to $44,015.177 55 and 
silver bullion which was purchased at a 
cost of $127,779,988. The purchase of 
silver bullion under the act of July 14. 
1890, ceased on the first day of Novem- 
ber, 1893, and up to that time there had 
been purchased during the fiscal year 
11,917,658 78 flue ounces at a cost of 
$8,715,521.32, an average cost of $0 7313 
per fine ounce. The total amount of 
silver purchased from the time that law 
took effect until the repeal of its pur- 
chasing clause on the date last mention- 
ed 10S.674 682 53 fine ounces, which cost 
$155,931,00225, the average price per 
fine ounce being $0.9244. 


The total amount of standard sil- 


ver dollars coined at the mints of the 
United States since the passage of the 
act of February 28, 187S, is $421 776 408 
of which $378,166,793 were coined under 
the provisions of that act, $38 531,143 
under the provisions of the act of July 
14, 1890, and $6,078.472 under the act 
providing for the coinage of trade-dollar 
bullion. 


The total coinage of all metals at our 


Mints during the last fiscal year consist- 
ed of 63.485"220 pieces valued at $106,- 
216,730 06, of which there were $99,474,- 
912.50 in gold, coined, $758, in standard 
silver dollars, $6 024.140.30 in subsidiary 
coin and $716,9:9 28 in minor coin. 


During the calender year 1893 the pro-

NATIONAL BANKS. 


Fifty natioal banks were organized 


daring the year ending October 31,1894, 
with a capital of $5.285,000, and seventy- 
nine, with a capital of $10,475,000, went 
into voluntary liquidation. 
Twenty- 


one banks, with a capital of $2.770,000, 
were placed in the hands of receivers. 
The total number of national banks in 
existence on the 31st day of October last 
was 3,750. being 40 less than on the 31st 
day of October, 1803. The capital stock 
paid iu was $672,071,305, being $<j,078,- 
491 less than at the same time iu the 
pievious year, aud the surplus fund and 
undivided 
profits, less expenses aud 


taxes paid, amounted to $331,121,082 10, 
which was $10,089,780 less thau ou Octo- 
ber 31,18i)3. The circulation was de- 
creased $1,741,503. The obligations of 
the banks to each other were increased 
$D7,2iiS,334, and the individual deposits 
were $277,2U4,4hi) Itss than at the cor- 
responding date in the previous year.

is hardly necessary to recall 
the 


fact that, in obedience to the commands 
of the Constitution and the laws and 
for the purpose of protecting the prop- 
erty of the United States, aiding tlie 
process of Federal courts and remov- 
ing lawless obstructions to the perform- 
ance by the government of its legiti- 
nate functions, it became necessary in 
various localities during the year lo em- 
ploy a considerable portion cl the reg- 
ular troops.

Attention is called to the report of the 


Secretary of the Navy, which shows very 
gratifying progress m the construction 
of ships for our new navy. All the ves- 
sels now building, including the three 
torpedo-boats authorized at the lost ses- 
sion of Congress and excepting the first- 
class battleship Iowa, will probably be 
completed during the coming fiscal year. 


The estimates for the increase of the 


lavy for the year ending June 3u, 1890, 
ire large, but they include practically 
the entire sum necessary to complete and 
equip all the new ships not now in com- 
nission, so that unless new ships are au- 
-horized tne appropriations for the naval 
iervice for the fiscal year ending June 
30. 1897, should fall below the estimates 
or the comingyear by at least $12.000.000. 
Tiie Secretary presents wuh much 


larnestnessa plea for the authorization 
if three additional battleships and tenor 
welve torpedo-boats. While the unar- 
mored vessels heretofore authorized, iu- 
luding those now nearing completion, 
will constitute a fleet, which it is believ- 


is sufficient for ordinary cruising pur- 


xises in timeof peace, we have nowcom- 
'leted aud in process of construction but 
our liist-elosa battleships and but few 
orpedo-boats. If we are to have a navy 
or warlike operations, offensive aud de- 
ensive, we ceitaiuly ought to increase 
joth the number of battleships and tor- 
wdo-boats. 


I recommend that provision be made 


or tne construction of additional battle- 
hipa and torpedo-boats. 


. 
INDIAN AGENTS. 


I am convinced that the proper solu- 


ion of the Indian problem and the suc- 
ess of every step taken in that direction 
epend to a very large extent upon the 
ntelligence and honesty of the reserva 
on agents and the interest they have in 
heir work. Au agent fitred for his place 
an do much toward preparing the In- 
lans under his charge for citizenship and 
llotment of their lauds, and his advice 
s to any matter concerning their welfare 
ill not mislead. An unfit agent will 
nake no effort to advance the Indians 
n his reservation toward civilization or 
reparation for allotment of lands in 
everalty, aud his opinion as to their cou- 
ition in this and other regards is heed- 
issi and valueless. The indications are 
mt tlie detail of army oilicers as Indian 
gents will result in improved manage- 
ient on the reservations. 


Among our pensioners are nine widows 


and three daughters of soldiers of the 
revolution and forty-five survivors of the 
war of 1812. 


The barefaced and extensive pension 


frauds exposed under the directions of 
the courageous and generous veteran 
soldier now at the head of the bureau 
leave no room for the claim that no 
purgation of: our pension rolls was need- 
ed, or that continued vigilance and 
prompt action are not necessary to the 
same end. 


The accusation that an effort to detect 


pension frauds is evidence of unfriendli- 
ness towards our worthy veterans and a 
denial of their claims to the qenerosity 
of. the government, suggests an unfort- 
unate indifference to the commission of 
any offense which has for its motive the 
securing of a pension, and indicates a 
willingness to be blind to the existence 
of mean and treacherous crimes which 
play upon demagogic fears aud make 
sport ot the patriotic impulse of a grate- 
ful people. 


The operations of the Department of 


Agriculture 
are next 
considered in 


detail aud the report of the Secretary 
and its various recommendations is com- 
mended to the careful attention of the 
Congress. 


CIVIL SERVICE RULES EXTENDED. 
The advantage to the public service of 


an adheience to the principles of civil 
service reform are constantly more ap- 
parent, and nothing is so encouraging to 
those in o/lieial life who honestly desire 
good government as the increasing ap- 
preciation by our people of these advan- 
tages. A vast majority of the voters of 
the land are ready to insist that the time 
and attention of those they select to per- 
form for them important public duties 
should not be distracted by doling out 
minor offices, and they are growing to be 
unanimous in regarding party organiza- 
tion as something that should be used m 
establishing party principles instead of 
dictating the distribution of public places 
as rewards of partisan activity. 


Numerous additional offices and places 


have lately been brought within civil 
service rules and regulations, and some 
others will probably soon be included. 


A National Hoard of Health is recom- 


mended, charged with no other duties 
than such as pertain to protection from 
invasions of pestilence or disease. 
The 


President also alludes to the commission 
appointed to report on the recent rail- 
way strikes: 


The report of the commissioners has 


been submitted to me and will ue trans- 
mitted to the Congress with the'evidence 
taken upon their invesligation. Their 
work has been well done and their stand- 
ing and intelligence give assurance that 
the report and suggestions they make 
are worthy of careful consideration. 


MISSIONS AND THEIR COST. 


At the close of the last fiscal year, on 
ie 30th day of June, 1894, there were 
C9.S44 persons on our pension rolls, 
einga net increase of 3.532 over the 
umber reported at the end of the pre- 
ous year. 
These pensioners may be classified' as 
ollons: Soldiers and sailors, survivors 
f all wars, 753,968; widows and rela- 
ves of deceased soldiers, 215,162; army 
urses iu the war of the rebellion, 414. 
f these pensioners 32,039 are surviving 
jldiers of Indian aud other wars prior 


i the late civil war, and the widows or 
ilatives of such soldiers. 
The remainder, numbering 937,505 are 
iceiving pensions on account of. the war 
: the rebellion, and of these 469,344 are 
n the rolls under the authority of the 
ct of June 27,1890, sometimes called 
ie dependent pension law. 
The total amount expended for pen- 
ons during the year was $139,804,461 05, 
aving an unexpended balance from the 
m appropriated of $25.205 712 85. 
The sum necessary to meet pension 
penditures for the year ending June 
, 1896, is estimated at $140,000,000. 
The Commissioner of Pensions is of 
ie opinion that the year 1895, being the 


thirtieth after the close of the war of the 
lebellion, must, according to all sensible 
human calculation, see the highest limit 
of the pension roll, and that, after that 
year, it must begin to decline. 


The claims pending in the bureau have 


decreased more than 90,000 during the 
year. A large proportion of the new 
claims filed are for increase of pension 
by those now on the rolls. 


The number of certificates issued was

The names dropped from the rolls for 


all canses during the year numbered 37,- 
951. 


TARIFF AX1> FIXAKCfcS. 


The tariff act passed at the last session 


of the Congress needs important amend- 
ments if it is to be executed effectively 
and with certainty. In addition to such 
necessary amendments as will not 
change rates of duty, I am still very de- 
cidedly in favor of putting coal and iron 
upon the free list. 


So far as tbe sugar schedule is con- 


cerned, I would be glad, under existing 
aggravations, to see every particle of 
differential dutyiu favor of refined sugar 
stricken out of our tariff law. If with 
all the favor now accorded the sugar 
refining interest in our tariff laws it 
still languishes to the extent of closed 
refineries aud thousands of discharged 
workmen, it would seem to present a 
hopeless c.ise for reasonable legislative 
aid. Whatever else is done or omitted, 
I earnestly repeat here the recommenda- 
tion I have made iu another portion of 
this communication that the additional 
duty of one-tenth of a cent per pound, 
laid upon sugar imported from countries 
paying a bounty on its export, be abro- 
gated. It seems to me that exceeding- 
ly important considerations point to the 
propriety of this amendment. 


FREE SIIII-3. 


With the advent of a new tariff policy 


not only calculated to relieve the con- 
sumers of our land in the cost of their 
daily life, but to invite a better develop- 
ment of American thrift and create for 
us closer and more profitable commercial 
relations with the rest of the world, it 
follows as a logical and Imperative neces- 
sity that we should at once removn the 
chief if not the only obstacle which has 
so long prevented our participation in 
the foreign carrying trade of the sea. A 
tariff built upon the theory that it is well 
to check imports and that a home market 
should bound ihe industry and effort of 
American producers was fitly supple- 
mented by the refusal to allow American 
registry to vessels built abroad though 
owned aud navigated by our people, thus 
exhibiting a willingness to abandon all 
con'"it for the advantages of American 
trans-oceanic carriage. 
Our new tariff 


policy, built upon the theory that it is 
,well to encourage such importations as 
our people need, and that our products 
and manufactures should find markets 
iu every part of the habitable globe, is 
consistently supplemented by the great- 
est possible liberty to our citizens in the 
ownership and navigation of ships ip 
which our products and manufactures 
may be transported. The millions now 
paid to foreigners for carrying American 
passengers aud products across the sea 
should be turned into American hands. 
Ship-building, which has been protected 
to strangulation, should be revived by 
the prospect of profitable employment 
for ships when built, and the American 
sailor should be resurrected and again 
take his place—a sturdy and industrious 
citizen in time of peace and a patriotic 
and safe defender of American interests 
iu the day of conflict. 


The ancient provision of our law de- 


nying American registry to ships built 
abroad and owned by Americans appears 
in the light of present conditions not 
only to be a failure for good at every 
point, but to be nearer a relic of barbar- 
ism than anything that exists under the 
permission of a statute of Ihe United 
States. 
I earnestly 
recommend 
its 


prompt repeal. 


THE OOtD RESERVE. 


During the last month the gold reserv- 


ed in the Treasury for the purpose of re- 
deeming the notes of the government 
circulating as money in the hands of the 
people became so reduced, and its furth- 
er depletion in tbe near future seemed so 
certain that in tlie exercise of proper care 
for the public welfare it became neces- 
sary to replenish this reserve and thus 
maintain popular faith in the ability and 
determination of tbe government to 
meet, as agreed, its pecuniary obligations. 


It would have been well it in this 


emergency authority had existed to issue 
the bonds of the government bearing a 


low rate of interest and maturing within 
a short period; but the Congress having 
failed to confer such authority, resuri 
was necessarily had to the resumption 
act of 1875, and pursuant to its provis- 
ions bonds were issued drawing interest 
at the rate of 5 per cent, per annum and 
maturing ten years after their issue, that 
being the shortest time authorized by 
the act. lam glad to say, however, that 
on the sale of these bonds the premium 
received operated to reduce the rate of 
interest to be paid by the government to 
less thau three per cent. 


THE GOLD PllOiltEM. 


Nothing could be worse or further re- 


moved from sensible finance than the 
relations existing between the currency 
the government has issued, the gold held 
for its redemption, and the means which 
must be resorted to for the purpose of 
replenishing such redemption fund when 
impaired. Even if the claims upon this 
fund were confined to the obligations 
originally intended and if the redemp- 
tion of these obligations meant their can- 
cellation, the fund would be very small. 
But these obligations when received and 
redeemed in gold are not cancelled, but 
are reissued and may do duty many times 
by way of drawing gold from the Treas- 
ury. Thus we have an endless chain in 
operation constantly depleting the Treas- 
ury's gold and never near a final rest. 
As if this was not bad enough, we have, 
by a statutory declaration that it is the 
policy of the government to maintain the 
parity between gold and silver, aided the 
force and momentum of this exhausting 
process and added largely to the curreuc} 
obligations claiming this peculiar gold 
redemption. Our small gold reserve is 
thus subject to drain from every side. 
The demands that increase our danger 
also increase the necessity of protecting 
this reserve against depletion aud it is 
most unsatisfactory to know that the 
protection afforded is only a temporary 
palliation. 


It is perfectly and palpably plain that 


the only way under present conditions 
by which this reserve when dangerously 
depleted can be replenished is through 
the issue and sale of the bonds of the 
government for gold ; and yet Congress 
has not only thus far declined to author- 
ize the issue of bonds best suited to such 
a purpose, but there seems a disposition 
in some quarters to deny both the neces- 
sity and power for the issue ot bonds 
at all. 


PUBLIC CREDIT WILL BE .MAINTAINED. 


I cannot for a moment believe that any 


of our citizens are deliberately willing 
that their government should default in 
its pecuniary obligations or tbat its finan- 
cial operations should be reduced to a 
silver basis. At any rate, I should not 
feel that my duty was done if I omitted 
any effort I could make to avert such a 
calamity. As long, therefore, as no pro- 
vision is made for the final redemption or 
the putting aside of the currency obliga- 
tion now used to repeatedly and constant- 
ly draw from the government ilsgold. 
and as long as no better authority for 
bond issues is allowed than at present 
exists, sueh authority will be utilized 
whenever and as often as it becomes 
necessary to maintain a sufficient gold 
reserve, and in abundant time to save 
the credit of our country and make good 
the financial declarations of our gov- 


BANKING AND CUKBENCV. 


Questions relating to our banks and 


currency are closely connected with the 
subject just referred to and they also pre- 
sentsome unsatisfactory features. Prom- 
inent among them are the lack of elastic- 
ity in our currency circulation and its 
frequent concentration in financial cen- 
tres when it is most needed in other parts 
of tbe country. 


The absolute divorcement of the gov- 


ernment from the business of banking is 
the ideal relationship of the government 
to the circulation of the currency of the 
country. 


This condition cannot be immediately 


reached, but as a step in that direction 
and as a means ot securing a more elastic 
currency and obviating other objections 
to the present arrangement of bank cir- 
culation, the Secretary of the Treasury 
presents in his report a scheme modify 
ing present banking laws and providing 
for the issue of circulating notes by State 
banks free from taxation under certain 
limitations. 


The Secretary explains his plan so 


plainly and its advantages are developed 
by him with such remarkable clearness 
that any effort on my part to present ar- 
gument in its support would be super- 
fluous. I shall, therefore, content my- 
self with an unqualified indorsement of 
the Secretary's proposed changes iu tlie 
law and a brief and imperfect statement 
of their prominent features. 


WHAT is PROPOSED. 


It is proposed to repeal all laws pro- 


viding for the deposit of United State 
bonds as security for circulation ; to per- 
mit national banks to issue circulating 
notes not exceeding in amount seventy- 
five per tent, of their paid-up and unim- 
paired capital, provided they deposit with 
the government, as a guarantee fund, in 
United States legal-tender notes, includ- 
ing Treasury notes of 1890, a sum equal 
in amount to thirty percent, of the notes 
they desire to iasue, this deposit to be 
ma'utained at all times, but whenever 
any bank retires any part of its circula- 
tion a proportional part of its guarantee 
fund shall be returned to it; to permit 
the Secretary of the Treasury to prepare 
and keep on hand ready for issue in case 
an increase in circulation is desired blank 
national bank notes for each bank having 
circulation and to repeal the provisions 
of the present law imposing limitations 
and restrictions upon banks desiring to 
reduce or increase their circulation—thus 
permitting such increase or reduction 
within the limit of seventy-five per cent. 
of capital to be quickly made as emer- 
gencies arise. 


SECURITY FOR CIRCULATION. 


In addition to the guarantee fund re- 


quired it is proposed to provide a safety 
fund for the immediate redemption of 
the circulating notes of failed banks by 
imposing a small annual tax, say one-half 
of one per cent., upon the average circu- 
lation of each bank until tbe fund 
amounts to five per cent, of the total 
circulation outstanding. When a bank 
fails its guarantee fund is to be paid into 
this safety fund and its notes are to be 
redeemed in the first instance from such 
safety fund thus augmented 
any im- 


pairment of such fund caused thereby to 
be made good from the immediately 
available cash assets of said bank and if 
these should be insufficient such impair- 
ment to be made good by pro rata assess- 
ment among the other banks, their con- 
tributions constituting a first lien upon 


the contributing banks. As a further 
security it is contemplated that the ex- 
isting provision fixing the individual lia- 
bility of fitockholders is to be retained 
and the bank's indebtedness on account 
of its ciiculatiug notes is to be made a 
first lien on all its assets. 


For the purpose of meeting the expense 


of printing notes, official supervision, 
cancellation and other like charges there 
shall be irai>osed a tax of say one-half of 
one per cent, per annum upon the aver- 
age amount of notes in circulation. 


It is further provided that there shall 


be no na iioiia! bank notes issued of a less 
denomination tlun ten dollars; that each 
national bank, except in case of a failed 
bank, shall redeem or retire its notes in 
the first instance at its own office or at 
agencies to be designated by it^, and that 
no fixed reserve need be maintained on 
account of deposits. 


TAXATION" OK STATE KAN'K*. 


Another very impDrtant feature of this 


plan is the exemption of State banks from 
taxation by the United States in cases 
where it is shown lo the sat isfactiou of 
the Secretary of tho Treasury and Comp- 
troller of the Currency by banks claim- 
ing such exemption that they have not 
had outstanding their circulating notes 
exceeding seventy-five per cent, of their 
paid-up and unimpaired capital; that 
their stockholders are individually liable 
for the ledemption of their circulating 
notes to the full extent of their owner- 
ship of slock ; that the liability of said 
banks upon their circulating not, s con- 
stitutes under their State law a first lieu 
upon their assets; that such banks have 
kept and maintained y guarantee fund 
in United States legal-tender notes, in- 
cluding Treasury notes of 1S90, equal to 
thirty per cent, of their outstanding cir 
culating notes, and that such banks have 
promptly redeemed their circulating 
notes when presented at their principal 
or branch offices. 


It is quite likely that this scheme may 


be usefully amended in some of its de- 
tails; but I am satisfied it furnishes a 
basis for a very great improvement in 
our present baukingand currencysystem 


I conclude this communication fully 


appreciating that the responsibility for 
all legislation affecting the people of the 
United States rests upon their represent- 
atives in the Congress, aud assuring them 
that, whether in accordance with recom- 
mendations I have made or not, I shall 
be glad to co-operate in perfecting any 
legislation that tends to the prosperity 
aud welfare of our country.

Tiiat a healthy interest in the Sunday 


School cause has set in in Adams county 
is evidenced by the facts tnat in October 
last a County Association was organized 
and that on Monday, Dec. 3d, was held 
in the ilethodist church of Gettysburg, 
one of the best conventions ever held in 
the county. The day was pleasant, the 
attendance large and the interest great. 
An informal conference was held at 10 
o'clock, a. m.. presided over by Rev. D 
T. Koser. President of the County Asso- 
ciation, and after prayer by llev. O. P. 
Ilarmsh, the object of the occasion stat- 
ed, viz : a consideration of the Sunday 
School work throughout the county. 
Rev. Harnish was elected Secretary pro 
lem. It may be well here to stale that 
the State S. S Association, being inter- 
denominational, dees not antagonize in 
any way.but supplements and aids,where 
it can and may, the schools of all denom- 
inations. 


There were present beside local work- 


ers Mr. Wm. Reynolds, International 
Field Superintendent, Rev. C. J. Kep- 
hart, Secretary of tlie State Association, 
Mrs. J. W. Baraes, .President of the 
Xewark, X. J. Pr aiary Teachers' Union 
and Mr. George FI. Seller, President of 
the Fifth S. S. District of Pennsylvania. 
The two former spoke at some length, 
defiuing the several Associations, and 
their relations to each other, from the 
International to the township associa- 
tions, and showing how they worked to 
gether for the promotion of the cause in 
all parts of the laud. I n addition they 
answered several questions that were 
propounded. 
It was clearly demon 


strated by two charts of Lawrence coun- 
ty, Mo., what could be effected by thor- 
ough organization, and by a large map of 
Pennsylvania, the necessity that exists 
for more complete aud effective organi- 
zation. This county having been but 
recently organized, the work is but in its 
infancy. It is to be hoped that those in- 
terested in Sunday Schools throughout 
the county will inform themselves upon 
this subject and give it their heartiest 
support. 


The afternoon session, or convention 


proper, began at two o'clock, p. m., with 
the county President in the chair, and 
Rev. P. E Ileimer, the Secretary. The 
pastor of the church conducted the de" 
votional service, after which he address- 
ed a few words of greeting to those as- 
sembled. Commutes on resolution's, on 
press reports and on a financial scheme 
were elected, to report-later. Eev. P.E 
Ileimer tendered his resignation as Sec 
retary of the Comity Association, which 
was accepted, and acommittee was elect- 
ed to nominate some one to take his 
place. The chairman then spoke on the 
importance of organization in the interest 
of Sunday Schools. 


Rev. C. J. Kophart was introduced and 


spoke of the state work, the ''Sunday 
School Herald"' and a financial policy 
He said, "the first Ihing is to get the 
people acquainted with whal the State 
S. S. Association proposes to do," and 
replied by reading an explanation of its 
object. Deferring to the election of Mr 
Wanamaker lo the Presidency of the 
State Association, he said bis acceptance 
was based on the willingness of the As- 
sociation to go ahead and do something, 
decla ing his purpose of holding the of- 
fice only so long as it showed signs of do- 
ing ao. The specific object of the Asso- 
ciation is not the organization of Sunday 
Schools; it is not even particularly in- 
terested in organizing Union Sunday 
Schools. The ultimate end of its work 
is missionary. It desires to put a thor- 
ough primaty teacher, and also a normal 
teacher, in the field to instruct teachers 
how to do better work.

the boundry line of salvation. Jesus 
Christ had the hardest kind of a tiu;e to 
teach the disciples to believe in child 
conversion. lie advocated unity of all " 
Christians in working for the Sunday 
School, and closed with an earnest ap- 
peal to all who take an interest in this 
work. His whole address was replete 
*ith unique comparisons and telling il- 
lustrations.

"Public interest, not only at home but 


abroad, is increasing in the battlefield of 
Gettysburg. 
It is studied not only by 


military men of the world, and its historic 
hills visited as of equal interest with the 
hills of Waterloo, but every tourist from 
abroad and every intelligent citizen at 
home who can find it convenient to do so, 
visits Gettysburg to s»-e the field that is 
memorable as the place where was decided 
the fate of the rebellion. It is not onlv a 
place of national interest, but it is a field 
of world-wide interest, and while it is yet 
possible to obtain the propertv without 
difficulty, Congress should promptly pass 
the bill introduced by the General" who 
left a leg upon that me'morable h'eld while 
leading his gallant Third Corps in the 
bloody peach orchard. 


"The fact that the Gettysburg battlefield 


is vastly more appreciated to-day than it 
was a quaiter of a century ago,'indicates 
the increased interest that must attach to 
it as generation after generation shall come 
to enjoy the free institutions which were 
there saved from overthrow. The govern- 
ment should therefore obtain possession of 
all the property that could at anv future 
time add interest to the Gettysburg battle- 
field.

Feeding Wheat to Horses. 


Don't Do It! 


. A writer in the Country Gentleman 
writes as follows:—For many weeks I 
have seen articles in English and Ameri- 
can papers, regarding the proper way to 
feed wheat to horses, and have been 
astonished that no scientific man' has 
cautioned owners regarding such use. 
Feed with caution mixed with oats I 


I remember very well that fifty years 


ago, for reasons unknown, a great deal 
of wheat was fed to horses through one 
winter, with more grain-foundered horses 
the next fire years than 1 "have seen at 
any time since. Wheat is an unnatural 
food for horses, and was ;he cause. 


Young growing horses may break in'o 


a corn field and eat all they want with- 
out suffering permanent injury. Colic 
may follow, but bicarbonate of soda, 
with plenty of salt, will put them all 
right inside of twenty-four hours. So 
too, they may break into a barley, or 
oat, or rye field, and an excess of such 
ripening grain will not injure them 
beyond colic. If however, they eat a 
like quantity of ripening wheat, in seven 
cases out of ten, grain founder will fol- 
low. A horse foundered by wheat may 
and .usually does have a beautiful cup 
foot; and I do not thick many veterina- 
rians of to-day would be able to diagnose 
the difficulty or its cause. 


I have used wheat for horses for forty 


years, ns a medicine, A mare with foal 
may be given to aborting. The third, 
fifth and seventh months, am the usual 
periods. la my many years of breeding, 
I have lost but three foals through abor- 
tion. I bave always watched my mares, 
and if 1 see one loose in her bowels, I at 
once give her a pint of clean and sound 
wheat, mixed with two quarts of nice 
heavy oats. This I feed for three days, 
same quantity at night and morning, 
and save the fcetus or foal. 


In case of scours in a sucking foal, I 


stir a pint of wheat flour in half a pailful 
of water, then give to the mare to drink, 
and inside of forty-eight hours, the foal 
is all right. I treat all ills in the suck- 
ling through its mother's milk. 


With old stallions, for 40 years, I have 


fed wheat mixed with oats, one put to 
three wheat makes a good bright coat, 
puts on fat, and makes them vigorous in 
the stud, but otherwise, lazy. 


Wheat in any form except good bran, 


is the worst possible food for noises used 
on the road, or in any way except at slow 
work. Like corn, it is heating and fat- 
tening ; making fat in place of muscle. 
I bave known many farmers to feed 
canaille or wheat middlings, and their 
horses were always fat, hut were almost 
invariably shortened. 


The terms "grain founder" and "air 


founder" were often applied to horses 
thirty-five and forty years ago. The 
worst founder known, is grain founder • 
and wheat is the grain to cause it. The 
horse so foundered may not fall in the 
sole, but may retain a beautiful looking 
foot, and experts call the lameness or 
soreness a navicular trouble, when it is 
simply wheat founder. 


I would not buy a horse at any price 


which had been fed liberally of wheat, 
while growing; but the colt which had 
freedom of the oat bin as often as he 
choose to go to it from .the time he was 
weaned until fit for work, will be sound 
and enduring; a good one to buy.

The State School for Farmers. 
The farmers of Pennsylvania should not 


remain blind to the advantage of technical 
education Vhich the State has provided 
for them. 
They should take a special 


pride in the Pennsylvania State College, 
and make the natural bonu between that 
institution and themselves more and more 
strong and enduring. The tillers of the 
soil constitute, after all, the basis of a 
State's wealth, and the Commonwealth 
has only fulfilled a moral duty in dedicat- 
ing a certain part of its pedagogical sys- 
tem to the particular needs of its most iiu 
portant class of producers. It only re- 
mains for the farmers to _show a proper 
appreciation of the opportunities granted. 
As ex-Governor Beaver recently declared 
concerning the Agricultural Department 
of the S<ate College, there should be at 
least 1,000 young farmers in its lecture 
courses this winter, and many times that 
number in its course of home reading. 


In addition to its regular collegiate cur- 


riculum, the Pennsylvania College offers a 
free lecture course of twelve weeks in ag- 
ricultural, horticulture and veterinary 
science. This course is thoroughly adapt- 
ed to the needs of the general farmer. 
furthermore, there are two six-weeks free 
courses for dairymen, one to fit men to 
manage creameries, and one to instruct 
the dairy farmer. 
These short courses 


are within the reach of every farmer in 
Centre county, at least. For those farmers 
who are unable to atten'1 the Collegs lec- 
tures there has been devised a most care- 
fully arranged free course of home reading 
in agriculture and horticulture. This de- 
dartment; it has met with the hearty ap- 
proval of practical farmers, and should re- 
commend itself to every rural cultivator 
and stock raiser in the State. — Phila. 
Record.

Kitckcu Comforts. 


Every farmer knows that tliereis no 


profit in working with poor tools. The 
waste of time and strength involved in 
working at a disadvantage is utterly 
contrary to true principles of industrial 
success. And the energy and ingenuity 
of the "Yankee" are usually sufficient 
to provide whatever is necessary. But 
women are slower, as a rule, to make 
sure of the condi ions for efficient work. 
They go on, year after year, putting up 
with inconveniences and discomforts 
that waste a very important share of 
their time and strength, thus simply 
throwing away life. 


Just at this time of year, when the 


necessary changes compelled by com! g 
winter are made, it is an excellent time 
to consider, in every kitchen, what com- 
forts and conveniences can be introduc- 
ed for the benefit of the housekeeper. 
Her work is hard and monotonous at 
the best, and whatever lightens it or 
makes it more immediately productive 
of result, is a benefit to the whole family. 
no less than to herself. A half hour "a 
day, released from domestic labor for 
higher uses, may m^ke an untold differ- 
ence in health and happiness. Sons and 
husbands, as well as wives and mothers, 
will do well to give the subject a careful 
study. Comfort in the kitchen is com- 
fort at the very centre of home life. , 
And there are very few houses in which | 
little improvements may not be made 
that will lessen the daily work, or in- 
crease its effectiveness, while even a 
very few minutes gained every day in 
the year counts up surprisingly in the 
sum total. 


A little serious thinking about the 


daily routine is apt to bring to light 
some way by which time may be saved, 
or better results obtained at the same 
outlay. There are so many steps to be 
taken; a window cut through into the 
pantry, or a better arrangement of the 
sink ; a wood-box exactly in the right 
place (filled from the outside, it may be), 
or any one of a dozen little expert con- 
trivances for some one handy with tools, 
may give quite a new aspect to the daily 
tasks. 


After the larger requirements are met, 


the good stove, with enough and not too 
many utensils ; the good water supply 
and disposal of waste; the doors and i 
windows and floors that need no weather 
strips or other additional protection : the 
convenient arrangement for putting 
away food and table furniture; there 
are many little comforts worth thinking 
about. These may seem to be very 
slight things, and yet in the aggregate 
they may have an important influence <n i 
determining domestic comfort and con- 
tentment. Such little things are a com- 
fortable low rocking-chair in which to 
rest at odd moments, or a high iitool, 
convenient for many kinds of work, to

The old-fns ioned com 
bination of bread, sage, broad onion 
effects and pepper in quantities to hrinR 
tears to the eyes of the teuder-tongued 
has given way as a revered but obsolete 
New England tradition before a prepar- 
ation with chestnuts. 


The best chestnut stiilling, according 


to an eminent French authority, is made 
for one turkey accortlin . to the follow- 
ing proportions: Chop a good -sized ]Je . 
rauda onion very fine and brown it in a 
quarter of a pound of butter. Add to 
this the well-cleaned liver of the turkey 
chopijed like the onion, and mix with 
half a pound of bread that has been 
soaked in milk or beef gravy and squeez- 
ed almost dry of all liquid. The remain- 
ing ingredients are a half pound of sau- 
sage meat, a handful of minred parsley 
the yolks of three raw eggs, salt and 
white pepper to taste, a tnblespoonful of 
thyme, one of sage, and then cheslr 
nuts. Tlie nuts, a pound of them, need 
first to be roasted until their shells may 
be taken oft, then boiled iu just enough 
water to cover them, with a little salt, 
one tablespoouful of sugar and one of 
butter. 
When' tender these must bo 


mixed with the stufling. 


The chestnut lining is more highly to 


be recommended than any more elabor- 
ate preparation, with trullles, though 
these latter can be used with taste In 
larding the handsome roast, adding 
thereby ornament and much Mavor. To 
do this the skin about the breast bone is 
slit at intervails of a half inch and the 
trunies thrust partly under and into the 
flesh. The turkey brought to the table 
for carving should have the first joints 
of its legs lopped, fo. along with the first 
joints oL the wings and the neck there 13 
no reward for the dinner to be tound in 
tlie oullook of bone and gristle. 
The 


base of the second joint may be neatly 
liniahed with paper trills, a boutonuiere 
of parsley thrust into the truill d breast 
and a wreath of cress to encircle the dish 
'f the most heartily worshiped martyr of 
the nii.eteenth century.
